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Soviets firm at Vienna talks 

VIENNA (R) — The Soviet Union warped Friday that Western 
objections to a proposed human rights conference in Moscow could 
undermine progress already made at the 35-nation European security 
conference. Yuri Kashtev, chief Soviet delegate to the Conference on 
Security and Cooperation in Europe (CSCE), told delegates plans to hold 
follow-up human rights meetings in Paris. Copenhagen and Moscow 
represented “a very reasonable, optimum structure. “But if someone 
wants to break a part of it, the whole structure will be put in doubt." The 
United States and Britain in particular are opposed to attending such a 
meeting in Moscow, planned for 1991. unless the Soviet Union improves 
its own human rights record. British chief delegate Laurence O'Keeffe 
confirmed that London was looking for improvements in key areas such as 
emigration, the release of prisoners of conscience and religious freedom 
before it would consider going to Moscow. Kashlev said if this logic were-

ISTANBUL (R) — Police have captured two Kurdish rebels linked to 
the killing of an army major In Istanbul three weeks ago, Anatolian 
news agency said Friday. It said they belonged to an Athens-based 
network of the banned Kurdish Workers Party (PKK), which 
la u nch ed a violent campaign for autonomy for Turkey's estimated 
eight mWon Kurds in 1983. 

Gayoom Installed as president for third term 

NEW DELHI (AP) — President Mamnooo Abdul Gayoom of the 
Maldives was inaugurated Friday for a third five-year term, after 
weathering a coup attempt on the Indian Ocean island chain last week, 
the government said. “In view of what happened last week, the 
ceremony was simple. There was no fireworks, no celebrations,” said 
Ahmad Saleem, a Foreign Ministry undersecretary contacted by 
telephone from New Delhi. 

Turkey, Soviet Union to discuss ties 

ANKARA (R) — Natural gas and wheat sales are likely to figure in 
economic talks between Turkey and the Soviet Union this month, 
official Turkish sources said Friday.

ANKARA (R) — Turkish pofitirians and commentators Friday 
accused the Iranian embassy in Ankara of insolence for not Dying its 
flag at half-mast to oommemorate the death of modern Turkey’s 
founder, Mustafa Rental Ataturk. Turks held solemn nationwide 
ceremonies Thursday to mark the 50th anniversary of the death of 
Ataturk who created a secular republic from the ashes of the Ottoman 
empire in 1923. “Yesterday, all fla^ on Turkish sofl were at half-mast 
with one exception. This is unforgivable insolence,” the popular daily 
Gunaydin said In an editorial. 

SLA official escapes assassination 

BEIRUT (AP) — A senior official of the Israeli-allied Sooth Lebanon 
Army (SLA) escaped an assassination attempt when an explosive 
charge went off near his car, a statement from the militia said Friday. 
The SLA statement, pobtished by Beirut newspapers, said the charge 
went off Thursday as Alameddine Badawi and Ms bodyguard drove 
through the western entrance to the southern village of Hasbaya. It 
said the two men escaped unbanned 

U.S. to study any Arafat visa request 

WASHINGTON (R) — A visa request by Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat to address the United 
Nations in New York wifl be “severely scrutinised,** the U.S. State 
Department said Thursday. However, under repeated questioning by 
reporters, spokesman Charles Redman refused to explain what the 
statement meanL He said the State Department had beat requested ty 
the United Nations to facilitate issuance of a visa for Arafat but that no 
formal application had yet been made. Arab diplomats have said 
Arafat was expected to seek a visa so that he could address the UN.

Baz visits Jordan for exchange 
of views and consultations 


AMMAN (Petra) — Egyptian Fore- 
ign Ministry First Under-Secretary 
and Director of President Hosni 
Mubarak's office Osama A1 Baz ar- 
rived here Friday on a working visit 
during which he will bold talks with 
senior Jordanian officials. 

In an arrival statement, Baz paid 
tribute to Jordanian-Egyptian rela- 
tions and said his visit comes within 
the framework of bilateral consulta- 
tions and exchange of views on recent 
developments in the region - 

There is a pan-Arab vision of the 
situation in the region and its basic 
issues, including the Palestinian ques- 
tion, the situation in Lebanon and 
peace in the Gulf region. Baz said. 

On the Palestine issue, Baz said 
two new developments had recently 
come up, the fint being the meeting 
of the Palestine National ConnriJ and 
the consultations that took place prior 
to its convening, and the second being 
the outcome of the Israeli elections 
which demands a thorough and com- 
prehensive study. 

Baz said that events in Lebanon 
were accelerating and the situation 
was aggravating. “Dangers of division 
are in sight and are clearer this tone, 
more thah any other time in the 
past," he said. 

On the Iraq-Iran peae talks, Baz 
said: “We are following up on the 
efforts made by Iraq to reach at a 
comprehensive agreement that 
guarantees an end to the war and not 
just a ceasefire." 

He voiced Egypt's unequivocal 


support for Iraq and said Jordan and 
Egypt stand in one trench with the 
Iraqi leadership in its efforts to 
achieve security and stability in the 
Gulf region. 

He said many contacts at the inter- 
national level had been made and that 
Egypt found it necessary to review 
them with Jordanian officials with a 
view to agreeing on the best method 
for supporting Iraqi diplomatic 
efforts. 

Baz said the Egyptian position in 
this regard was based on the under- 
standing that Iraq does not impose 
harsh and unjust conditions but pre- 
sents a comprehensive p reception for 
ending the war. Baz said the Iraqi 
position deserves international sup- 
port 

In answer to a question on Palesti- 
nian options as presented to the PNC 
and whether there is joint Jordanian- 
Egyptian-Palestinian coordination, 
Baz said: “This issue is left to the 
Palestinian people and to their lead- 
ership. However, Egypt and Jordan 
fully recognise the right of the Palesti- 
nian people to take whatever deci- 
sions they may deem fit because this 
is the true translation of the right to 
self-determination 

Baz said the Palestinian people 
have the- rigjht to establish their own 
state in accordance with international 
legitimacy- 

Baz noted that the most important 
thing for Arabs was to provide the 
best circumstances for the Palestinian 
people to enable them to practice 


their right to self-determination and 
to establish their own stale. 

“The world should be convinced 
that the establishment of the Palesti- 
nian state does not pose a threat to 
the security of Israel. On the con- 
trary, it constitutes an important 
guarantee for security and stability in 
the region," he said. 

However, he noted, the establish- 
ment of that state is not only a legal or 
a moral issue bat also a political issue 
char contributes to the security and 
stability of the region. Experiences 
over the past SO years have proved 
that violence does not solve the prob- 
lem, neither does it serve the cause of 
any party, and that is why a peaceful 
solution is the one and the only due 
that achieves balance between the 
interests of all parties concerned," he 
said. 

Baz said Israel, with all its parties 
and blocs, is responsible for whatever 
results might come up as a result of 
the ongoing coalition consultations 
between the various Israeli parties. 
However, he said: “We will press 
ahead with our efforts to achieve 
peace because we believe in our right 
to restore the freedom of the Palesti- 
nian people and we have never ex- 
pected any gift from any Israeli

Israel mounts massive 
clampdown on eve of PNC 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(Agencies) — Israel poured hun- 
dreds of troops into Jerusalem's 
walled Old City Friday and the 
army sealed off the occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip to try 
to prevent demonstrations on the 
eve of meetings of the Palestine 
National Council (PNC). 

Soldiers also detained hun- 
dreds of Palestinians to block 
anti-occupation protests during 
the four-day PNC meeting, which 
begins Saturday in Algiers. 

The PNC is expected to declare 
an independent Palestinian state. 

Hundreds of soldiers dressed in 
combat gear streamed into the 


Arab Jerusalem armed with 
assault rifles and automatic 
weapons. Many carried back- 
packs and bedding, apparently 
for setting up temporary camps 
inside the ancient walls. 

An AP photographer also re- 
ported dozens of extra police 
were deployed, many carrying 
automatic weapons equipped 
with tear-gas grenade launchers. 

The army announced that the 
entire Gaza Strip was closed 
effective at 9 p.m. (1700 GMT) 
Friday, and that an indefinite 
curfew was clamped on the coas- 
tal area’s 650,000 residents. The 
order barred journalists from en- 


tering Gaza without an army 
escort. 

The actions did not affect 
Gaza's 6,000 Jewish settlers, who 
were permitted to move freely. 

Troops also barred West Bank 
Pales tinians from entering Jeru- 
salem, erecting roadblocks at all 
entry points to the city. Army 
officials said the occupied terri- 
tory’s 1.4 million Palestinians 
were banned from travelling free- 
ly in the West Bank

checkpoints on the Bethlehem- 
JerusaJem highway turning away

PNC gathers in Algiers 


ALGIERS (Agencies) — Mem- 
bers of the Palestine National 
Council (PNC) gathered here Fri- 
day to open a crucial session of 
the council which is expected to 
issue a declaration of independ- 
ence for the Israeli-occupied ter- 
ritories. 

Members of the 448-seat PNC 
are expected to make tbe 
announcement Monday or 
Tuesday. 

Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO) officials say they will 
take U.N. General Assembly Re- 
solution 181 of 1947 as the basis 
of the state in international law 
but leave the exact borders open 
to negotiation. 

“Palestinians have a right to a 
state, all other details can be 
negotiated,” said Bassam Abu 
Sharif, chief spokesman for PLO 
Chairman Yasser Arafat. 

Abu Sharif spoke to a group of 
reporters at the heavily guarded 
seaside conference centre west of 
Algiers where the PNC meeting 
was scheduled to begin Saturday 
and end Tuesday. 

He also warned of what he said 
were new Israeli plans to assassin- 
ate top PLO leaders. 

He said tbe plan, called “Best 
Hit,” was targetted first at Arafat 
and that one attempt already had 
been made recently. He would 
not say when or where. 

“We are alert, but we are not 
afraid of them,” be said. 

“This PNC will legislate 
beyond doubt the line that has 


been presented by Chairman 
Arafat for a long time — calling 
for a just peace in the Middle 
East and confirming our readi- 
ness to sit down and negotiate at 
an international conference,” 
Abu Sharif said. 

“If the PNC decides on a dec- 
laration of independence, it will 
be a political declaration. From 
the international, legal point of 
view, this will consecrate official- 
ly the identity of the West Bank 
and Gaza. The recognition of the 
majority of the states of the world 


will give further legality.” 

The PLO spokesman said the 
organisation's contacts recently 
indicated that all of the countries 
who voted at the United Nations 
for the international conference 
“are ready to recognise us. There 
will be more states recognising us 
than recognise Israel.” 

Abu Sharif said that while it's 
too early to tell what the 
approach of the new administra- 
tion of George Bush will be in 
Washington, there had been 
some positive signs

The King’s birthday falls Monday, Nov. 14, when celebrations 
will be held everywhere in the Kingdom. 


Iran-lraq talks adjourn 
with little breakthrough 


GENEVA (R) — U.N. mediator 
Jan Eliasson adjourned . Gulf 
peace talks Friday after failing to 
make major progress and urged 
Iraq and Iran to try harder for a 
breakthrough. 

“1 hope very much that both 
sides realise the importance of 
keeping this process going for- 
ward." the Swedish envoy told a 
news conference after two weeks 
of talks, the third round since a 
ceasefire in the eight-year war 
took effect Aug. 20. 

“On the major issues confront- 
ing us, we have not been able to 
achieve a breakthrough or major 
progress,” Eliasson said. 

The U.N. team of mediators 
had given compromise sugges- 
tions to the two sides, he said, 
“but I again want to stress that 
the main responsibility lies with 
the parties." 

The only tangible result of this 
round of talks was an agreement, 
reached in discussions with the 
International Committee of the 
Red Cross (ICRC), to exchange 
the few thousand sick prisoners of 
war (PoWs) but not the 100,000 
who are well. 

Delegates said this bad im- 
proved the atmosphere of the 
negotiations, which Eliasson de- 
scribed as constructive, sober and 
positive. 

In virtually every meeting, 
U.N. officials said, the two coun- 
tries merely restated or “clar- 
ified” their positions but offered 
no hint of compromise in the 
search for a permanent peace to 
replace a fragile ceasefire. 

Nevertheless, Eliasson said. 


the two ministers reaffirmed their 
commitment to that ceasefire, 
and agreed to meet again in 
December or January at a time to 
be set by U.N. Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar. 

“Both sides have come to the 
conclusion that there can be no 
gains on the battlefield, that there 
can only be gains at the negotia- 
tion table,” he said. “I hope that 
with every day this realisation 
goes deeper. Certainly we are 
moving in the direction of peace, 
but we have to move faster.” 

He said contacts with the two 
sides would continue during the 
recess to try to ensure the next 


session would be fruitful. He 
asked the parties to use the recess 
for deep reflection. 

Eliasson. 48, will return to New 
York at the weekend and report 
to Perez de Cuellar, who will then 
inform the Security Council of 
the status of negotiations. 

An Iraqi newspaper urged Iran 
Friday to accept a full-scale ex- 
change of prisoners of war for the 
sake of suffering families. 

“Iran should stop procrastina- 
tion and give up trading with 
human issues,” said Al Thawra, 
newspaper of the ruling Arab 
Baath Party. 


Aoun threatens new 
army commander 


BEIRUT (Agencies) — The 
mi fit ary cabinet of Lebanon's 
dual government Friday rejected 
the replacement of army com- 
mander Michel Aoun, threaten- 
ing to bring the substitute to trial. 

A statement issued by the 
three- man interim “cabinet” said 
it has authorised General Aoun, 
who is its prime minister, to “take 
the necessary legal measures” to 
bring newly appointed army com- 
mander Major-General Sami 
Khatib to trial. 

Khatib, 55, a retired officer, 
was named Wednesday acting 
army commander of the 42,000- 
strong army by Adel Osseiran, 
defence minister in the five-man 
cabinet of Prime Minister Salim 


Wheels in motion for Bush-Reagan transition 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
Ronald Reagan and George Bush 
have set the wheels in motion for 
the president-elect’s ascent to 
chief executive as the president 
left instructions for his cabinet 
officers and political appointees 
to resign by inauguration day and 
Bush conferred with leaders of 
his transition team. 

After a series of meetings 
Thursday with Reagan, the 
cabinet and his transition crew, 
Bush flew to Florida for a four- 
day vacation, his first post-elec- 
tion break. 

The president-elect planned to 
fish and Telax in Gulf Stream, 
Florida, but he told reporters he. 
also intends to spend tune on the 
telephone as he assembles his 
administration. 

Bush and Reagan met with 


White House Chief of Staff Ken- 
neth Duberstein and later 
attended a cabinet meeting. The 
president-elect also huddled with 
Craig Fuller and Bob Teeter, 
'leaders of his transition office. 

/ Vice President-elect Dan 
Qoayle also met with leaders of 
Bush's transition team. 

The Bush transition office offi- 
cially opens for business Monday 
in a rented suite of offices a few 
blocks from the White House. 
But work was already under way 
as security guards erected metal 
detectors and a desk was set up at 
the entrance where a volunteer 
collected resumes from job- 
seekers. 

The vice-president made his 
first cabinet appointment on 
Wednesday, naming campaign 
chairman James A. Baker to be 


his secretary of state. He has told 
reporters he wants to name the 
balance of his cabinet sooner 
rather than later, but has set no 
timetable. 

Reagan and Bush were ap- 
plauded as they walked together 
into a cabinet meeting. White 
House spokesman Marlin Fittwa- 
ter quoted Reagan as saying: 
“We don't even argue over which 
side of the table to sit on.” 

But for all the friendliness, 
Fitzwater said Reagan reminded 
his men, "we are still in charge 
until Jan. 20 and are still re- 
sponsible for making decisions of 
the government." 

Duberstein told the cabinet 
and beads of independent agen- 
cies to be prepared to submit 
their resignations. “It is probably, 
fair to say that all political 


appointees at all levels should be 
prepared to resign or depart fin 
Jan. 20," said Rtzwater. 

In Delray Beach, Florida, Bush 
relaxed in seclusion at the plush 
home of a friend. 

“He’s here for rest and relaxa- 
tion,” said spokesman Steve 
Hart, one of the few Bush staff 
members to accompany the vice- 
president to Florida. 

“This is a well-deserved vaca- 
tion,” said Hart, following the 
marathon presidential campaign 
in which Bush solidly defeated his 
Democratic challenger, Mas- 
sachusetts Governor Michael 
Dukakis. 

Bush was staying at the newly- 
completed beachfront home of a 
long-time friend, Texas invest- 
ment banker William Farish of 
Houston.

“This step is a grave national 
error that will produce adverse 
repercussions hurting the unity of 
the country and the state,” said 
the statement by Aoun's 
“cabinet.”

Political analysis said Friday's 
statement's reference to legal me- 
asures meant a court martial. 
They also said the row dimmed 
prospects for a political settle- 
ment to the crisis and worsened 
splits within the army, already 
divided on sectarian fines. 

Aoun commands five mainly- 
Christian brigades with about 
15,000 soldiers, who are better 
trained and equipped than the 
five mostly-Muslim brigades of 
the same size led by Khatib. 

Speaking to reporters after the 
'cabinet” meeting, Aoun attack- 
ed U.S. envoy Richard Murphy 
for continuing to recognise the 
Hoss administration, describing 
him as “a failure who did not wish 
to admit he foiled.” 

“The American, like anybody 
else, blames others whenever he 
foils. Murphy still insists on the 
existance of two governments in 
Lebanon and I am surprised at 
the inability of a senior State 
Department official to compre- 
hend the constitution," Aoun 
said.

WHEN the British forces and 
General (later Lord) Edmund 
Allenby entered Jerusalem on 
Dec. 9, 1917, the Turkish com- 
mand mid civil functionaries had 
already left the city. The handing 
over was entrusted to the mayor 
of Jerusalem, Salim A1 Huseini. 

When be passed away another 
Huseini, Musa i (Pasha) 
was appointed to the post of 
mayor of the Holy City. He had 
been educated in Jerusalem and 
in Istanbul, and had held senior 
administrative posts in more than 
half a dozen places including 
Asir, (present day Saudi Arabia) 
and Iraq. He had been in retire- 
ment since 1914; but being a 
mayor was not subject to age 
limits. 

Whether the government of 
Palestine did specifically indicate 
that lie should not meddle in 
politics or whether this was sup- 
posed to be taken for granted is 
not an issue. The issue was that 
he took an active part in politics 
already in 1919. But his activities 
increased in die following year 
when demonstrations and strikes 
became tbe means of expressing 
Arab objection to the British 
policy of the implementing the 
Balfour Declaration, which 
meant the creation a national 
home for the Jews in Palestine. 
This included “placing the coun- 
try in such economic and political 
conditions which would facilitate 
the creation of such a home.” 

In 1920 Musa Kazim led such a 
demonstration in person and the 
British authorities relieved him of 
his duty as mayor of Jerusalem. 
He was replaced by Raghib (Bey) 
A1 Nashashibi. 

Raghfb was a Jerusalemite who 
had been also educated in Jeru- 
salem and in Istanbul. While 
Mnsa Kavini had joined the 
school of law and administration 
(Maktab Suham), Ragtnb had 
studied engineering. He worked 
in Jerusalem in this capacity, but- 
when Sultan Abdul Hamid II of 
Turkey (1876-1909) reissued the 
constitution in 1908, Raghib was 
elected to the Ottoman Parlia- 
ment as one of the representa- 
tives of Jerusalem. 

As It is, he was still in Istanbul 
when tbe Armistice of Modrus, 
between Turkey and the allies, 
was signed (Oct. 30, 1918). 

He moved to Aleppo. It was 
then that he was invited to be- 
come the mayor of Jerusalem (a 
post he held until 1934, but later 
through election, not appoint- 
ment). 

Early in 1921 the Mufti of 
Jerusalem Kamel Al Huseini 
died. Elections for a new mufti of 
the Holy Oty were held and Haj 
Amin AJ Huseini succeeded to 
the post (Haj Amin was tbe 
brother of Kamel). He had been 
educated in Jerusalem, in A1 
Azhar in Cairo and in Istanbul, 
where he attended the milifaiy 
college. One has to keep in mind 
that during the last two or three 
decades of their rale in Palestine 
Turkish governors began sending 


young men to Istanbul for higher 
education — to be trained in 
administr ation, law, education, 
engin eering, medicine and mDit- 
ary sciences. Such men were of 
great service to Palestine when 
the civilian admini strati orf in 
Palestine tyas established in 1920. 

The Palestine -government 
.acceded, in 1922, to a general 
MncHm. request by the conference 
held a year earlier, to the estab- 
lishment of the Muslim Supreme 
O pimdl. Haj Amin became its 
president and was elected to die 
post in 1925. The council was to 
look after Muslim affairs includ- 
ing, primarily, the Awqaf (charit- 
able endowments) and Isl am i c 
(Sharia) courts. Besides the presi- 
dent there were four other mem- 
bers. 

Whatever political polarisation 
among the Arabs of Palestine had 
been growing, game to a head in 
tbe 1920s and grew stronger with 
the years. 

Haj Amin came to the fore as a 
national leader, and his suppor- 
ters, throughout the land, came 
to be known as A! Majhriyyun 
(the Councillors 0 while his 
opponents were called A1 Muari- 
dun (the opposeis to Haj Amin). 

While the former dominated 
the scene as tbe nationalists, the 
latter were considered as col- 
laborators. Western views, offi- 
cial and otherwise, called the 
former — extremists, while die 
others were designated moder- 
ates. 

These two “adjectival terms” 
were prevalent throughout the 
Near East then. Everyone who 
asked for tbe rights of the people 
was an extremist; those who 
somehow compromised were 
moderates — and were the 
favourites of die authorities. 

In Palestine the rivalry be- 
tween the two factions did a great 
deal of harm to the cause. Energy, 
efforts and money were spent 
uselessly; accusations were 
spread right and left This did not 
mean however that no construc- 
tive things were done. In 1928 an 
international (Christian) mission- 
ary conference was held in Jeru- 
salem. Both Haj Amin and 
Raghi b A1 N ashashi bi organised 

a Muslim conference - separately, 
attended by their supporters. The 
former assembling a larger num- 
ber, because of the numerous 
people connected, directly or in- 
directly, with the two posts he; 
held. The' Jerusalem municipality 
could not master the same num- 
ber, nor did it support such a 
large number of personnel. But it 
should not be assumed that 
Raghib’s supporters were limited 
to tbe capital. There was no real 
’national* for die allegiance of 
men to one group or another. 

I lived at Acre then. Although 
one could come across some sup- 
porters of Haj Amin, there were 
many more, both in terms of 
number and influence, who were 
his antagonists. 

For reasons which had nothing 
to do with politics, I found myself

friendly with people who were on 
Raghib’s side. Each one of them, 
Hlfp the late Sheflch As’ad Shu- 
qairi, die late Abdullah Mukhlis, 
the late Tawfiq Bey Haqqi, the 
mayor of Acre, tbe late Abdul 
Fattah Saadi et alia, was at least 
45-50 years my senior. 

.On .visiting, them I. tried to. 
fathdm. the . causes ‘of con-.' 
‘troversy. I found out 1 that 'basical- • 
Ty they all were interested ! in 
Palestine. They viewed the means' 
of dealing with die issues from 
different angles. They all aimed 
at bringing die British mandate to 
an end; they worked bard first for 
die abrogation of the Balfour 
Declaration and the eventual in- 
dependence of Palestine. 

But, in my opinion, where the 
leadership on both sides failed 
was in not having a programme 

— social, economic, and political 

— which could be explained to 
die people at large, in order to 
educate the population. There 


was no platform. I 

As it was, hardly any political* 
leadership in die area ha a a prog- 
ramme. On visiting Egypt for the 
first time in tbe winter of 1933-34, 

I had tbe opportunity to visit' 
Makram Obeid, then the secret- 
ary-general of the Wafd Party; 
undoubtedly the strongest politics) „ 
organisation in the whole area 
then. During ' the conversation I 
asked him if the Wafd bad any 
such programme. My question 
had been prompted from the little 
reading I had done about Hitler’s 
programme and platform. Mr. 
Obeid said “No, we have not 
worked such a programme. What ' 
is important is that Egypt should 
have her independence from Bri- 
tain. Programmes are then easily 
worked out." 

This was a state of affairs which 
prevailed. This was an important 
part of our — I should say my — 
political education and conscious-

They were accompanied by 
Project Director David O’Con- 
nor, who briefed Queen Noor on 
progress being made in toe pro- 
ject over toe last four mouths and 
presented to the Queen samples 
of weaving and embroidery de- 
signs which were developed dur- 
ing toe experts’ stay in Jordan. 

During their stay in Jordan, 
Docey Lewis and Elizabeth. 
Macquin held numerous meetings 
with local handicrafts producers 
to determine the current state of 
the industry in Jordan. 

They also visited various 
archaeological sites to familiarise 
themselves with toe country's 
cultural heritage in order to in- 
corporate this history into the 1 
designs they develop. 

The designers were also sourc- 
ing raw materials to determine 
cost and availability iri'-a bid to 
investigate toe feasibility of pro- 
ducing some of them locally. 

The NHF Handicrafts De- 
velopment Project, which is being 
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Products of Bari women’s wearing project 


implemented in cooperation with 
Save the Children (USA), seeks to 
stimulate the growth of hand- 
icrafts through market develop- 
ment, visible promotional activi- 
ties, training in the most efficient 
skills and technology, and toe 
coordination of activities among 
the organisations and individuals 
with whom it is associated. 

Last week, the two experts 
organised a workshop at the 
Jerash Handicrafts Centre of the 
Jerash Benevolent Society, to de- 
velop new designs for weaving 
and embroidery. 

The three-day workshop was 
attended by 15 women engaged in 
producing rugs, pillow cases, 
dresses, parses, and other pro- 
ducts. 

Mrs. Lewis is president of Ima 
Designs, Inc. (Philippines) and its 
affiliate toe Connecticut-based 
Docey Lewis Designs. Mrs. 
Macqnrn is developer, owner and 
designer of Mandatory Touches. 
Inc. of toe Philippines. They both 
have had- vast experience m tex- 
tile design. 

The Bani Hamideh Women’s 
Weaving Project, for instance, is 
a new Jordanian cottage industry 
which involves 375 recently set- 
tled bedouin women. Seventy- 
five kilometres from Amman , 
they live in twelve villages scat- 
tered across the top of Jabal Bani 
Hamideh, south of Madaba and 
Mt. Nebo, overlooking toe Dead 
Sea. 

The weaving project was begun 
in late 1985 to promote and re- 
vive handicrafts in Jordan while 
providing opportunities for fami- 
lies to increase their incomes. 

The women practice their craft, 
a heritage passed down from 
mother to daughter for centuries, 
as spinners, dyers, loomsetters, 
and weavers. A new breed of 
young bedouin women, the first 
in their tribe to attend school, are 
being trained as village super- 
visors and to help manage the 
project. 

- The project is based in the 
home to allow mothers to partici- 
pate while tending their children 
and their flocks. It is at the same 
time helping to revive a dying 
craft. 

The women produce by hand 
rugs, cushions and wall hangings 
of 100 per cent wool from the 
sheep of Bani Hamideh. 

From the 25th to the Nov. 27 
the Bani Hamideh women will be 
holding their Annual Fall Rug 
Exhibition in South Shiineh in the 
Jordan Valley from 10:00 a.m. to 
4:30 p.m. All are welcome to 
attend. 


Arabic coin exhibition opens on Nov. 15

Al Ra’i quoted Sweileh as 
saying that smuggling attempts 
were on the increase lately fol- 
lowing toe rise in price of drags at 
private pharmacies. 

The official told Al Ra’i that 
the cigarettes were seized while 
being smuggled into the country, 
through Lebanon and Syria. They 
. were worth at least ID 3,716. 


U.N. assembly mustsupport 
UNRWA activities, Salahsays 


NEW YORK (Petra) — Jordan’s 
U.N.: Ambassador Abdallah 
Salah Thursday described a re- 
port to the U.N.-General Assem- 
bly by a U.N. official in charge of 
an agency providing relief and 
other services to toe Palestinian 
refugees, as a call on toe interna- 
tional community to co nt ri b ute 
towards solving this humanitarian, 
issue. 

In an address to the U.N. 
General Assembly’s Political 
Committee Salah said that the 
refugees problem resulted from 
the Palestine question some 40 
years ago and that toe interna- 
tional community ought to offer 
more help to end die current 
sufferings of the Palestinians. 


The U.N. General Assembly 
had earlier heard a report on toe 
condition of refugees by tife com- 
missioner general of the. United 
Nations Relief and Works Agen- 
cy for Palestine refugees (UN- 
RWA) Giorgio Giacomelli, who 
referred in particular to the plight 
of the refugees in toe occupied 
territories. 

Salah said that the General 
Assembly since 1948 had tried to 
repatriate the refugees but Israel 
has been adamant and continues 
to reject any resolution tbat 


would re-establish toe rights of 
the P alestinians in their home- 
land. 

The current uprising in the 
occupied territories calls for im- 
mediate and speedy action on the 
part of toe General Assembly to 
help UNRWA maintain its ser- 
vices to toe refugees, Salah said. 
He called on the international 
community to increase its dona- 
tion to toe agency whose 1988 
budget is not sufficient to cover 
toe services for the refugees. 


ISESCO begins 3rd 
conference today 


AMMAN (Petra, J.T.) — The third conference of 
the Islamic Educational, Scientific and Cultural 
Organisation (ISESCO) will open Saturday at the 
Royal Cultural Centre in Amman under the patron- 
age of His Majesty King Hussein with the participa- 
tion of delegates from 37 Islamic states and numer- 
ous Arab, Islamic and internatinal organisations. 


The four-day meetings will dis- 
cuss a host of subjects related to 
culture education and the orga- 
nisation’s activities, in addition to 
the ISESCO Director General's 
report.

According to the Jordan News 
Agency, the council's meetings 
which ended here Thursday uani- 
mously approved plans to provide 
protection to Islami c and cultural 
heritage and cultural institutions 
in the occupied Arab territories. 

The delegates endorsed a three 
year budget for the organisation 
and re-elected Abdul Hadi 


Boutaleb to serve as the organisa- 
tion’s director general for toe 
coming three years. 

The conference, which opens' 
Saturday, will make a general 
review of the organisation’s status 
and programmes at the conclu- 
sion of its six years of existence, 
and will pave the way for enabl- 
ing it to play a leading role in 
Islamic solidarity, according to 
Boutaleb. 

He said that the conference will 
tackle the question of equiva- 
lence of certificates issued by 
educational institutions in the 
Islamic World, at three year plan 
for the organisation's activities, 
an agreement between ISESCO 
and Morocco on the organisa- 
tion's headquarters in Rabat and 
a 1988-1991 budget and inrernal 
statutes.

Bush as the 41st president of the United States rattier than 
Mi cha el Dukakis could be borne out by more than one 
manifestation. 

To begin with, Mr. Bosh did not receive solid Jewish 
vote as was earlier projected. Accordh^ to some polls taken 
in the wake of the U.S. presidential election last Tuesday, 
Mr. Bush lost the Jewish vote to Michael Dukakis by 
approximately 70-30 per cent This is to be compared with 
the 33 per cent that incumbent President Romdd Reagan 
received from Jewish voters in the past two presidential 
elections. Bat this is not afl. 

The consensus among Israeli leaders is that the new 
administration in Washington is likely to be less sympathetic 
towards Israel than the present one. What bothered Israeli 
and Jewish leaders was the first act by President-elect 
George Bosh appointing Mr. Janies Baker as the new 
Secretary of State. 

Israeli and Jewish observers consider Baker, like Bosh, 
as being less sympathetic and supportive of Israel than the 
outgoing Secretary of State George Shultz. 

Judging by past experiences with both Democratic and 
Republican administrations, there is very little difference 
between the two towards Arab national issues. With the 
Democrats consofidating their grip on both U.S. Houses of 
Congress the Arab World is a gain confronted with a no-win 
situation in Washington. The only thing left for the Arab 
Nation to do in the face of the on-going uncertainties in 
Washin g ton and elsewhere is still to forge a powerful and 
enlightened Arab front that would engage all foreign 
capitals, whether hostile. or friendly. 

As for President-elect George Bush, protocol niceties 
require that he be congratulated on his election. However, 
real and genuine congratulations would be due when he 
begins to fw refce his powers as the chief executive of the 
United States in the most positive and enlightened manner 
towards afl regions of the world, inducting ours.

WASHINGTON — If the politi- 
cal pundits are right, George 
Bush may discover that his diffi- 
cult dimh to die White House 
was the easy part. 

Nearly 10 yean after setting 
out after the presidency by seek- 
ing the 1980 Republican nomina- 
tion that went to Ronald Reagan, 
Bush has finally reached his goal 
by cruising past Massachusetts 
Governor Michael Dukakis in a 
campaign viewed as one of the 
nastiest in modem times. 

Although unable to match 
President Reagan’s 49-state land- 
slide, the president elect chalked 
op an impressive triumph. 

But political experts say he 
may yet be forced to pay for a 
negative and issueless campaign 
that took him to the White House 
without a clear policy mandate 
and that the honeymoon tradi- 
tionally accorded new presidents 
be short for him. 

“He’s not going to have any 
mandate at afl,” says former 
Democratic White House press 
secretary George Reedy. “He 
hasn't campaigned for anything 
other than to save die country 
from Dukakis.” 


he fold ABC television. 

Other than a few modest prop- 
osals to offer tax preferences to 
encourage savings and a sharp cut 
in capital gains taxes to boost 
investment, Bush’s domestic poli- 
cy agenda consists primarily of a 
vow to resist tax increases.

His stance has drawn criticism 
from the panel’s Democratic 
Chairman Robert Strauss, one of 
Washington's most influential 
political figures, as well as Dole, 
who lost out to Bush in the batde 
for the Republican presidential 
nomination. 


The embryonic feud with the 
economic panel — which most 
political experts say could have 
provided perfect cover for Bush 
to ease his resistance to new taxes 
— bodes ill for his ability to work 
with a Congress controlled by the 
opposition party. 

While Bush has pledged- to 
seek a budget accora with Con- 
gress, experts say a deal wfl] be 
impossible unless it includes ac- 
tion to raise new revenues. 


Bush also beads to the White 
House without any specific prop- 
osals for reducing a massive .U.S.- 
trade imbalance . 

He has railed against protec- 
tionism, a position that would 
seem to put him at odds with a 
Congress that last year enacted a 
measure providing for tougher 
steps against alleged unfair ac- 
tions by U.S. trade partners. 

In feet, it seems likely that the 
country’s domestic policy agenda 
win be set by Congress, just as it 
was in the final years of Reagan’s 
presidency when tile legislators 
repeatedly ignored the chief ex- 
ecutive’s desires. 

According to Congressional 
Quarterly, Reagan's position pre- 
vailed on just 43.5 per cent of 
roll-call votes in 1987, the last 
year for which figures have been 
compiled. It was the first time in 
25 years a president lost more 
than he won. 

Reagan won on 82 per cent of 
roll call votes in 1981, his first 
year in office, after a campaign in 
which he set forth a specific agen- 
da with a vow to cut taxes and 
raise defence spending. 

Bush's ties to the popular 
Reagan, who will leave office 
with the highest approval rating 
of any president since Dwight 
Eisenhower 28 years ago, were 
instrumental in his victory. 

Polls showed Bush’s popularity 
moving in tandem with his politic- 
al patron’s throughout the cam- 
paign. An NBC television exit 
poll of voters Tuesday said the 
president-elect had the backing of 
86 per cent of those who 
approved of Reagan's perform- 
ance in the Oval Office. 

But the avuncular Reagan is 
the proverbial tough act to fol- 
low, the more so for a man 
elected largely to continue the old 


leader’s polities. 

Bush is expected to pack his 
cabinet with holdovers from the 
Reagan era, and may find it hard 
to provide Americans with a 
sense of freshness and new 
momentum. 


Republican political analyst 
Kevin Phillips says presidents 
who came to power after their 
party had already held the White 
House for two straight terms have 
“tended to be failures because 
the party’s domestic agenda way 
running out of steam or headed 
for a fall.” 


When checkmated on the 
domestic front, presidents have 
searched for txiumpt in foreign 
policy where Congress has less 
power to limit their- actions. 

But Bush’s staunch support for 
the Star Wars anti -missile de- 
fence system would seem to be a 
serious bar to any new nuclear 
arms accords with Moscow and 
nobody seems to have any magic, 
formula for settling the Middle 
East conflict or freeing Amer- 
icans held hostage there — the 
most obvious opportunities for 
foreign policy triumphs. 

A contrary view is' offered by 
Stephen Hess, a government and 
politics expert at the private 
Brookings Institution. 

Hess says Bush and his staff 
will benefit from their prior ex- 
perience in Washington -and says 
“they won’t have to reinvent the 
wheeL” 

He also argues that the nasti- 
ness of the campaign will soon 
fade from public memory. 

“It’s fascinating die degree to 
which a president-elect starts with 
a dean slate,” Hess says. “It's as 
if the campaign is a blackboard 
and. the election is a giant 
eraser.”

Asian floods 


This year’s floods in the 
Ganges delta, affecting Bang- 
ladesh and north-west India, 
were particularly severe, with 
three-quarters of Bangladesh 
under water as well as parts of 
India’s capital territory. 


GLOBAL changes in weather 
patterns this year have brought 
rejoicing to some and misery to 
many as calamitous droughts 
have ended in equally calamitous 
floods. As the waters subside, 
millions of people remain home- 
less in Sudan, Bangladesh and 
northern India. 

Long-term engineering solu- 
tions to the perennial crises of 
regions most hit by vagaries of 
climate could roll off the drawing 
boards of international consul- 
tants within weeks. 

The need for such solutions is 
being recognised by an in- 
creasingly large number of en- 
gineers, economists and other 
specialists. 

These experts, as well as many 
politicians throughout die world, 
believe that the problem of cop- 
ing with these recurring crises 
should be dealt with by afl the 
countries of the stricken region 
working together, along with the 
international relief and develop- 


billions of cubic metres of water 
might have been saved had eco- 
nomies been pursued during the 
dry years. 

The rain that turned to gold for 
Egypt only added to the agonies 
of the people of Sudan. 

With one night's rainfall 
equalling Khartoum's mean 
annual level over several de- 
cades, and the Blue Nile bursting 
its banks over much of northern 
Sudan, the country suffered espe- 
cially because of its flatness and 
inadequate drainage.

But last 
July, after a decade of be low- 
average rainfall, the level had 
plunged to about three billion 
cubic metres — 107 billion cubic 
metres below capacity and little 
short of toe point at which the 
Aswan turbines dose down. 

Some estimates suggest that 
the recent rain could have topped 
up Egypt’s water surplus for this 
year by as much as 30 billion 
cubic metres, about half of what 
Cairo might have expected under 
the terms of the Nile Waters

an arrow, on their polling papers. 

“Victory to Benazir," the 
crowd sang.

Women in the all-envelop- 
ing “burka” veil worn by strict 
Muslims joined toe crowds.

MILITARY service and reserve 
duty are compulsory in Israel, 
although certain sections of socie- 
ty are automa tically exempted 
from military service. There is 
legal provision for exemption on 
grounds of conscience for women 
and, while there is no provision in 
law for exemption on grounds of 
conscience for men, in practice 
accommodation is often achieved 
between the military authorities 
and pacifists who completely re- 
fuse to serve in toe military. 
There is no legal provision for 
partial refusal to perform military 
service. 

Before 1967 objection to milit- 
ary service was largely confined to 
a small number of pacifists. 
However, after the Israeli occupa- 
tion of toe West Bank and Gaza 
Strip in 1967 an increasing num- 
ber of individuals began to refuse 
to serve beyond Israel’s pre-1967 
border. The number of partial 
'objectors rase after the 1973 war 
and readied a peak following the 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon in 
1982 when some 260 Israelis were 
imprisoned for between 10 and 40 
days for refusing to serve in 
Lebanon. 

Reports reveal that toe number 
of those imprisoned for refusing 
to -perform military service, was 
dedktng between 1984' and 
1987. However, since December 


that some 40 individuals 
been imprisoned for periods of 
between 14 and 35 days, far 
refusing to serve in toe occupied 
territories. At least two partial 
objectors have been imprisoned 
twice during the past eight 
months for refusing to serve. 

For some the actions of the 
Israel Defence Force in the occu- 
pied territories during the upris- 
ing (which have resulted in 
thousands of Palestinians being 
injured, many seriously, and at 
least 300 deaths) have been a 
turning point. It is reported that 
numerous reservists have refused 
to return for a second tour of duty 
in the occupied territories in the 
fight of their previous experiences* 
there. The minister of defence, 
Yitzhak Rabin, recently put the ' 
number of such refusals at 160, 
although toe true figure may be 
higher as reports indicate that 
man y co mmand ing officers offer 
alternative postings to those re- 
fusing to serve in the occupied 
territories. 

Amnesty International is dis- 
turbed by toe increase in the 
number of individuals imprisoned 
since December 1987 for object- 
ing to military service for reasons 
of conscience and considers them 
prisoners of conscience. It there- * 
fore calls for toe immediate re- - 
lease of all conscientious' 1 and 
partial objectors.

“Japanese firms are nervous 
about investing here,” said a 
Japanese banker in Peking. “But 
they do not want South Korean 
firms, which are more aggressive 
and ready to take risks, to invest 
instead and get the market.” 

China's new strategy was un- 
veiled at a major Sino-Japanese. 
symposium in Peking last week 
attended by 70 top Japanese 
bankers and industrialists. 
Chinese officials berated 
Japanese caution and welcomed 
firms from South Korea. 

Kuo Dongpo, a top trade offi- 
cial, told the visitors that as of 
March this year Japan accounted 


heard such frank exchanges, with 
Chinese officials asking why 
Japan had fallen behind Western 
Europe and the United States 
and Japanese replying that they 
could invest only for profit. 

Communist Party chief Zhao 
Ziyang told the Japanese dele- 
gates that foreign firms wanting 
to invest in China would face 
increasing competition.

leaders of the Afghan guerrilla 
alliance. 


Rabbani accused the U.N. 
mediator, Diego Cordovez, of 
trying to cut out foe rebels from 
any future Afghan government. 

“We believe that foe United 
Nations is not only Cordovez,” 
Rabbani said in Fasti. 

“Unfortunately, Mr. Cordovez 
could not be an impartial repre- 
sentative of the Umted Nations. 
He took sides, and he took sides 
against foe Afghan people and 
the Mujahideen, and this is why 
he faded in his mandate,” Rabba- 
ni said. 

Crowe urges Mujahideen 
to reconsider 

In Washington, America's 
military chief said Thursday 
Afghan rebels should consider 
whether their increasing attacks 
on Soviet troops might serve only 
to slow down foe Soviet with- 
drawal from Afghanistan. 


The stepped up attacks have 
led the Soviet Union to suspend 
its pull-out from that country and 
raised questions whether they will 
leave by February 15 as promised 
in accords readied last spring. 

Admiral W illiam Crowe, chair- 
man of the Defence Depart- 
ment's joint chiefs of staff, said in 
an interview that he believed the 
Soviet Union would adhere to the 
February deadline but noted: 
“We are talking about a very 
fluid military situation.” 

In foe interview with Reuters 
and the international television 
agency Visnews, Crowe was 
asked whether he would advise 
foe Afghan Mujahideen rebels ro 
allow foe Soviet forces to depart 
peaceably or to hinder their with- 
drawal by attacking. 

“I would advise the Mujahi- 
deen to make very careful cal- 
culations in their own interests,” 
Crowe said. “I suspect Lhey see 
the world differently than I do. 


Palestinian U.S. resident fights deportation 


WASHINGTON (J.T.) — The 
controversial case of a Palestinian 
resident of the United States 
fighting deportation by the Im- 
migration and Naturalisation Ser- 
vice (INS) got first hearing Mon- 
day, Oct. 31, in foe U.S. Court of 
Appeals for foe District of Col- 
umbia, according to American 
Arab Anti-Discrimination 
(A DC). 

In 1986, ADC member Fouad 
Y. Rafeedie, a 30-year-old red- 


dent of Cleveland, visited family 
and attended a Palestine Youth 
Conference in Syria. Upon his 
return, be was detained at JFK 
airport, strip-searched and in- 
terrogated by immigration offi- 
cials. One year later, the INS 
began deportation proceedings 

against him. 

Rafeedie was accused of being 
a “subversive” under foe noto- 
rious McCarran-Wafter Act of 
1952. Using methods strikingly 


'similar to those used by foe 
Israeli government to deport 
Palestinians from foe occupied 
territories, foe INS is basing its 
case against Rafeedie on “classi- 
fied” evidence that neither he nor 
his attorneys will be allowed to 
see. 

It is Fonad Rafeedie’s firm 
belief that he is being singled out 
for prosecution because he is a 
Palestinian activist. His only 
“crime” is that he is outspoken 


on the Palestinian/Israeli conflict 
and active in exercising his rights 
to freedom of speech on an issue 
of deep concern to him. 

The key issues in this case 
involve the legality of applying 
INS exclusion procedures to 
permanent U.S. residents and the 
question of the application of the 
First Amendment to the political 
expression of persons with resi- 
dent alien status. 
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Arab Americans win 
key election races

WASHINGTON (USIA) — Win 
or lose, Arab Americans made 
their mark on the November 8 
elections at die national, state 
and local level. 

Three Arab Americans won 
re-election to foe Congress: Sena- 
tor George Mitchell, a Democrat 
from Maine; Representative 
Mary Rose Oakar, a Democrat, 
from. Ohio; and Representative 
Nick Joe RahaJI/a Democrat ' 
frbnr West -Virginia vMftchell wen ^ 
with 81 per cent of foe vitw 
against his Republican opponent. 
Jack Wyman. Oakar won 83 per 
cent of the vote against, her Re- 
publican opponent, Michael Sa- 
jna. Rah all won with 65 per cent 
of foe vote against Republican 
Marianne Brewster. 

A cross-section of Arab Amer- 
icans throughout the United 
States won seats in their state 
legislatures. Dan Issa, a Demo- 
crat, ran unopposed in bos re- 
election for State Senator in 
Rhode Island. Paul Jabbour, a 
Democrat, also ran unopposed 
for re-election as State Repre- 
sentative in the Rhode island 
state legislature. Jimmy Naifeh, a 
Democrat, rah unopposed for re- 
election as state representative in 
Tennessee. 

Anthony Soloman, Democrat, 
won the office of a state treasurer 
in. Rhode Island. .At the local 
level George Ellis, Democrat, 
won foe office of . judge on the 
14th Court of Appeals in Hous- 
ton, Texas, with. 51 per cent of 
the vote. 

“While we did lose a few heart- 
breakers, on the whole our re- 
cord was excellent. We gained in 
experience, in strength, and we 
participated in a number of critic- 
al election victories in Rhode 
Island, Florida, California and 
Massachusetts,” said James Zog- 
by, executive director of foe Arab 
American Institute. - • - 

“The bipartisan victories we 
won in X988 fill us with great 
hope. However, we recognise sig- 
nificant challenges ahead as we 
work to strengthen our ties within 
both foe Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties and to secure for 
Arab Americans their legitimate 
role in the political process. We 
are confident that this growth will 
continue and, as it does, that we 
will not only become stronger as a 
constituency, but better able to 
(day a role in furthering debate 
on critical Middle East, and 
domestic issues,” Zogby added. 

One state Arab American 
candidates made significant gains 
in is Rhode Island. Dan Issa, who 
is of Syrian heritage, was re- 


elected as state senator in Rhode 
Island. Issa, a Democrat, will 
begin his second term in office in 
January. Issa told USIA that not 
only foe Arab American com- 
munity in Rhode Island sup- 
ported him and other Arab 
American candidates but “our 
success has expanded beyond foe 
Arab American community.” 
Issa said that be was foe “first 
Arab American in foe history of 
Rhode Island^ -to^ serve in the 
State Senates He4*oted that- there 
iSTOr AfriHV Aitf«1t^<xmmrt(mty- 
in foe city of Pawtucket and in the 
capital of Providence. Issa said he 
ran for re-election “on his re-, 
cord,” which includes: consumer 
legislation, bills which deal with 
abandoned automobiles, a bill 
which expedites foe search for 
misting children and bills affect- 
ing education. 

Anthony Soloman, a Demo- 
crat, recaptured the office of state 
treasurer, which he held four 
years ago. According to Issa, 
Soloman ran on his previous re- 
cord as state treasurer. Soloman 
has also served, in foe Rhode 
Island House of Representatives. 
Anthony Azar, a Democrat run- 
ning for the Rhode Island State 
Senate, is maintaining a Small 
lead over his opponent as of 
November 10, according to A AL 
Azar, who is of Syrian descent, 
ran on environmental, zoning and 
other local issues, according to 
Issa. Paul Jabbour, a Democrat 
of Lebanese descent, was un- 
opposed in his race for re-election 
to foe Rhode Island State Senate. 

AAI noted both the wins and 
losses of referenda on Palestinian 
rights in two states. Question S, 
calling for the creation of a 
Palestinian state and the “cutoff 
of the U.S. aid that supports 
Israel’s occupation of the West 
Bank and Gaza” passed in Cam- 
bridge and Sommemfle, Mas- 
sachusetts, despite “active 
opposition” by Democratic U.S. 
Representatives Barney Frank 
and Joseph Kennedy, according 
to AAI7 The Coalition for 
Palestinian Rights issned a state- 
ment cm November 10 dedaring 
“The passage of this referendum 
(53 per cent to 47 per cent) sends 
a dear, firm message to our 
elected officials in Washington to 
change U.S. foreign policy by 
sponsoring Question 5.” 

The statement goes on to say, 
“The people of Cambridge , rep- 
resenting a wide cross- section of 
ethnic, racial, religious, and eco- 
nomic communities have clearly 
demonstrated there is a limit to 
the tolerance of foe American 
iblic to human rights violations, 
voters will not allow 


the use of their tax money to 
support these violations. They 
want a just peace in foe Middle 
East for Israelis and Palestinians 
alike.” 

In San Francisco, Proposition 
W did not pass. It called for U.S. 
recognition of foe Palestinian 
people’s right to self-determina- 
tion and statehood in foe occu- 
pied territories tide by tide with 
Israel, with guarantees for the 
security of both states. Its propo- 
nents’ efforts .could not overcome . 
foe . $L3 billion budget of its 
opponents,- according to AAL 

As of November 10 the “yes” 
vote for foe proposition was 
63,011 (32 per cent) and the “no” 
vote was 133,712 (67 per cent), 
according to foe county clerk's 
office in San Francisco. The AAI 
had commissioned a poll of reg- 
istered voters in San Francisco two 
weeks before election day and 
found then that 36 per cent of 
respondents supported Proposi- 
tion W. 


Fayruz, the voice of Lebanon 



Fayruz, a voice of hope.

HAMBURG (DPA) — It is diffi- 
cult to imagine that Fayruz, foe 
Arab World’s greatest firing sin- 
ger, has never turned her back on 
her native Lebanon during foe 
past 13 years of war. 


“I symbolise the Lebanese who 
stayed despite war. This became 
important to my audiences,” she 
said in one of her rare interviews. 
“I could never imagine leaving 
Lebanon. It would be madness 
and worse than the fear of staying 
during fighting.” 

The woman with a voice de- 
scribed as a “thread of honey” is 
regarded as foe symbol of peace 
to a0 Arabs — “a heavy duty,” 
Fayruz admits. “This started be- 
fore foe war in Lebanon, but 
after people held onto me as a 
symbol. If my concerts help, then 
I’m glad. ” 

Born in Beirut, one of five 
children of a Christian Maronite 
family, her career began in a 
Lebanese radio chorus at foe age 
of 14. She took foe professional 
name Fayruz (meaning tur- 
quoise), her real one being 
Nohad Haddad. 

Later Fayruz, 54, married the 
composer Assi Rahbani who 
wrote many of her most famous 
-songs with lyrics by her brother- 
in-law, Mansur Rahbani. Fame 
and success followed, especially 
after the death of Egyptian singer 


Umm Kahum in 1975. 

The Rahbani brothers grafted 
contemporary arrangements and 
rhythms to melodies hallowed by 
long tradition. Few other modern 
poets and composers have been 
able to breathe as ranch gaiety 
and life into the traditional form 
.of Arabic music. 

• In Fayruz, the Rahbani 
brothers' music found an artist 
whose voice conveys every 
nuance, every inflection with 
spontaneous charm. 

Her recitals include Muwashah 
songs, a form of Andalusian ori- 
gin and the first examples of 
Arabic music in which melody 
takes precedence over the verses. 
Fayruz also sings classical qasidas 
(recitals) in pe r fo r mances which 
seem to call up echoes of foe 
great olden age of Arab culture. 

“This feeling that my voice can 
be stronger than violence and 
hatred is marvellous,” she once 
said. “I would have loved haring 
the power to stop things. It’s 
simply not worthwhile to be fight- 
ing with each other.” 

Fayruz never fell into the 
Lebanese factional trap, the main 


cause of the endless war. “I re- 
fuse this way of thinking. All 
factions understood my value is 
not to belong to anybody.” 

Over the years she appeared in 
many countries where she packed 
foe audiences in with her velvety, 
flutelike voice. When Fayruz 
sang in 1986 at London’s Royal 
Festival Hall, more people lis- 
tened to her than to Frank Sinat- 
ra, the previous record holder 
there. A year later she filled New 
York’s Fisher Hall with admirers. 

One reason why Fayruz re- 
mained a symbol of unity in 
Lebanon is that since foe out- 
break of the ririlwar in 1975 she 
has refused to ting Hfr her native 
country and has prefer red to 
appear on stage abroad, “because 
the Lebanese are not split there,” 
she says. 

Recently French Culture 
Minister Jade Lang presented a 
“Medal for Culture and Litera- 
ture” to Fayruz, who staged a 
conceit in Paris* Omcisports Cen- 
tre at Bercy recently. 

Id foe French capital, Fayruz 
sang songs from her latest album, 
some of them a successful fusion 


of Arab and jazz music composed 
by her son Ziad Rahbani, reports 
in Beirut said. Her husband, 
Asti, died in 1986. 

My relationship with Ziad is a 
continuation of foe one with Assi. 
Working with him gives me an 
opportunity to experiment,” 
Fayruz said. 

Many of her songs are about 
Lebanon — foe land, the people 
and their longing for peace. But 
much of her classical Arabic re- 
pertoire deals with foe joys and 
sorrows of the Arab World. 

When Fayruz sings of Lebanon 
and Beirut, Egyptians remember 
the Nile, Syrians recall Damascus 
and Palestinians long for their 
occupied homeland. 

One of her most famous re- 
cording is Jerusalem In Oar 
Heart, recorded shortly after 
Israeli troops occupied the city’s 
eastern part in 1967. In it she 
expresses with passion the injustice 
done to the Palestinians, their 
expulsion and their right to re- 
turn. 

Fairuz once said, “my themes 
are foe ones that touch the 
heart.”

raq offers state 
slants to investors

BAGHDAD (AP) — The gov- 
ernment has offered to sell a 
number of state-owned plants to 
Arab businessmen in Iraq's drive 
to revive its economy for post- 
war reconstruction. Industry 
Minister Hussein Kamel has said. 

About 20 medium-size plants 
were put up for sale last July 
under a new economic strategy 
declared by President Saddam 
Hussein to privatise some ineffi- 
cient state enterprises and indust- 
rial projects and loosen tbe 
socialist state's grip on industry. 

'They included several food- 
canning and beverage plants. 

The state-run television net- 
work. reporting Kamel's state- 
ment, said he told the Gulf 
businessmen that Iraq is consider- 
ing setting up 3n industrial free 
-one to encourage investment by 
Ari'p and other foreign com- 
panies. 

Kamel urged them to take the 
opportunity to set up major in- 
cjjistrial projects, such as pet- 
rochemical and steel plants. 

The Iraqis, eager for badly 
needed investment so they can 
revive an ambition industrial de- 
velopment programme shelved in 
1984 because of- tb#' war. are 
Particularly keen to secure Arab 
investment from the oil-rich Gulf 
region. 

'.The move coincided with new 
oQvemment regulations to en- 



courage tbe private sector and 
expand its role in the economy, 
battered by the eight-year-old 
war with Iran. 

Western diplomats in Baghdad 
said the move was aim ed at rais- 
ing productivity, which has been 
dampened by bureaucracy, hard 
currency shortages and lack of 
investment. 

Few of the state assets offered 
for sale to local investors have 
been sold because of caution 
among Iraqis to invest large 
amounts of funds held aboard in 
major' enterprises. 

The government last April 
issued a new law to encourage 
Arab businessmen to invest in 
Iraq, providing them with incen- 
tives such as tax exemption and 
freedom to move their money 
abroad with guarantees against 
government seizure of assets. 

The Iraqis’ main objectives on 
the economic front are to rebuild 
and expand its oil industry, cor- 
nerstone of the economy, and 
secure major new foreign credits 
despite a foreign debt of an esti- 
mated $60 billion. 

Most creditors, hopeful of win- 
ning lucrative contracts in the 
post-war reconstruction program- 
me, have rescheduled Iraq's 
debts. The United States and 
Britain earlier this month ex- 
tended new lines of credit to Iraq 
totalling more than $1.5 billion to 
finance exports.

ture go to the bean of one of the 
most hotly disputed areas of the 
talks set in train at Punta Del 
Este in Uruguay two years ago 
and due to run for four years. 

The United States last week 
proposed a conditional freeze on 
all agricultural subsidies and 
trade barriers over the next two 
years. That addresses the key 
issue of short-term, reform advo- 
cated by Dunkel. but according 
to a U.S. position paper obtained 
by Reuters in Washington, also 
calls for a commitment from 
other nations to eliminate- sub- 
sidies over a longer period. 

European Community coun- 
tries, which negotiate as a bloc in 
GATT, have said an end to all 
subsidies is out of the question, 
while other major agricultural 
producers, including Australia, 
Canada and Brazil, have called 
for a halt by the year 2000. 

Dunkel also said that a short- 
term package of measures, if 
agreed, should not divert atten- 
tion from the longer-term goal of 
agricultural reform. He added 
that the talks in Montreal had to 
create the political will to go 
further. > 

Countries* diverse positions, 
being refined in a series of be- 


hind-the-scenes talks in Geneva 
in the run-up to Montreal, are 
also likely to spill over into other 
■ negotiations as nations seek to 
bargain one trade issue against 
another. 

“We are not in a position 
where we can resolve problems 
overnight,” Dunkel said. “Every- 
thing is related to everything.” 

But he did hold out hopes of 
agreement in two areas: 

— Disputes procedures. Prop- 
osals for speeding up the ha n dl in g 
of trade disputes brought before 
GATT have already been put 
forward and would involve set- 
ting stricter time limits. 

— Tropical products, such as 
coffee, cocoa and rice. Develop- 
ing countries are urging the in- 
dustrial world to open up their 
markets to more imports. 

“It will be a hard battle,” said 
Dunkel. “But there will be an 
improvement in the regime for 
trade in tropical products.” 

One other sensitive ' issue, 
trade in services, appears to have ' 
made tittle progress, but Dunkel | 
said be hoped ministers in Mon- 
treal could define a negotiating , 
framework for the remaining two : 
years of the Uruguay Round. 


Bush faces higher 
U.S. budget deficit 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent-elect George Bush has been 
given tbe glum news that the U.S. 
budget deficit in the next fiscal 
year will be $21 billion higher 
than Ronald Reagan’s adminis- 
tration had previously estimated. 

That information means that 
Bush will be facing an even bigger, 
budget headache when he takes 
office Jan. 20. 

The new deficit estimate was 
presented to Bush and Reagan 
during a cabinet briefing Thurs- 
day on tbe administration’s final 
budget submission to Congress. 

Joseph Wright, director of the 
Office of Management and 
Budget (OMB), said the OMB 
now estimates that the deficit for 
tbe 2990 fiscal year, which begins 
next Oct. 1, will be $132 billion, 
substantially higher than the $111 
billion deficit estimate OMB 
made just three months ago. 

Officials said the main factors 
boosting the deficit estimate were 
the drought, which slowed econo- 
mic growth this year, and higher- 
than-expected interest rates, 
which raised the cost of financing 
the $2.6 trillion national debt. 

The country’s balanced budget 
law’s deficit target for 1990 is 
$100 billion, which means that 
$32 billion in budget cuts will be 
needed to close the gap between 
revenues and spending. 

Achieving such sizeable cuts in 
the face of congressional opposi- 
tion to further reductions in 
domestic programmes will pre- 
sent Bush with major political 
problems. 

During the campaign. Bush 
sidestepped specifics on how he 
would deal with the budget deficit 
by touting a plan for a “flexible 
freeze.” Bush .said he would 
allow government spending to 
grow only enough to match infla- 
tion. Within the overall freeze, 
selected programmes could grow 
while others would be cut. 


However, Bush avoided pro- 
viding details on what program- 
mes be would cut in order to free 
funds for increases that he prom- 
ised to make in education, child 
care and health care for the poor. 

Tbe budget document Reagan 
sends to Congress Jan. 9 will 
reflect his decisions, presidential 
spokesman Marlin Fitzwater said. 

However, officials said it was 
likely that Bush would rewrite at 
least part of the document once 
be takes office, just as Reagan 
did in 1981 when he submitted his 
own budget to Congress in place 
of the budget left behind by 
Democratic president Jimmy 
Carter. 

Officials refused to comment 
on reports that the final Reagan 
budget will call for substantial 
increases in defence spending and 
steep cuts in domestic program- 
mes as a way of providing Bush 
with tbe opportunity to present a 
softer budget blueprint once he 
takes office. . 

OMB spokeswoman Barbara 
Caly said that Reagan’s final 
budget would not include any tax 
increases, something the presi- 
dent has consistently opposed, or 
seek to trim government benefits 
to the elderly as a way of meeting 
the $100 billion target of the 
budge t- balancing law. 

With estimates on future de- 
ficits rising, many private eco- 
nomists are convinced that Bush 
will be forced to accept some type 
of tax increase despite his oft- 
repeated opposition to new taxes 
during the campaign. 

As examples of pressure for 
increased spending, they point to 
public demands that the govern- 
ment do more in the fight against 
drugs, and to estimates topping 
$50 billion for the cost of bailing 
out hundreds of insolvent savings 
and loan institutions.

LONDON (R) — Saudi Arabia 
and Texaco foe. of the United 
States signed a deal worth $1.8 
billion in London Thursday for a 
joint venture to refine, distribute' 
and market oil products in 23 
American states.. 

The deal gives the kingdom, 
the biggest crude oil exporter, 
access to the world's biggest pet- 
rol market and is a major step 
towards integrating its operations 
from wellhead to petrol pump. 

Other OPEC exporters, not- 
ably Kuwait, have also begun 


taking stakes in “downstream” 
operations in the West to secure 
outlets for their crude oil and 
insulate their economies from 
volatility in' crude prices. 

Saudi Arabia said it paid $812 
million for a 50 per cent stake in 
Texaco's refining assets and 
marketing system in the 23 states. 

A joint statement said the deal . 
would result in about $1.8 billion 
in cash benefits and .savings for 
Texaco, the third largest U.S. oil 
company.

Egypt tightens grip 
on investment firms 


CAIRO (R) — The government 
seized the assets of one of Egypt’s 
largest Is lami c, investment groups 
before dawn Thursday, detained 
company officials and threatened 
legal action against more than 60 
other firms and individuals. 

Mohammad Fag Al Nour, who 
heads the regulatory agency 
directing the crackdown, said the 
government was frying to track, 
and retrieve funds held abroad by 
the Rayan Islami c Investment 
Group. 

“The government is doing ev- 
erything in its power, through 
legal procedures, to safeguard 
depositors’ rights,” he told a news 
conference. 

Hundreds of thousands or 
Egyptians have savings deposited 
with 104 companies and indi- 
viduals affected by a law passed 
in June to strictly control their 
activities. 

The law requires the owners of 
Islamic-style investment com- 
panies to go public or liquidate, 
and to provide detailed financial 
reports. 

Tbe companies, eschewing in- 
terest as un-Islamic, have offered 
depositors a parentage of profit 
or loss — paying returns about 
seven percent higher than banks. 
Company owners denied accusa- 
tions of unsound business prac- 
tices. 

Tbe new law set a deadline for 
the firms to submit full financial 
reports. But when it passed Tues- 
day, most companies had not 
filed complete documents and at 
least two said they needed more 
time. 

The harshest government re- 
sponse was aimed at Rayan, be- 
lieved to be the largest Islamic 
investment organisation in Egypt. 
Overnight, scores of officials and ■' 
police descended on company 
assets. 


They sealed buildings and con- 
fiscated documents. Fag Al Nour 
said they also detained some peo- 
ple whom he did not identify. 

President Hosni Mubarak said 
Thursday tire state was taking all 
necessary action to minimise the 
losses of depositors. 

“We know that Egyptian fami- 
lies, some families of limited finan- 
cial means, are most disturbed by 
tbe loss they fear they might 
sustain as the result of the de- 
viousness of those managing 
these companies and the embez- 
zlement of large sums of de- 
posits,” Mubarak said in a speech 
to parliament. 

He said the government was 
not against the companies in prin- 
ciple, but would act against those 
who violated the law. 

“The state has the power and 
the ability to safeguard the rights 
of its citizens and check their 
losses,” he. added. 

Rayan was far from the only 
company in violation. 

Fag Ai Nour, chairman of the 
Capital Markets Authority, said 
only 54 of 104 companies and 
individuals had submitted neces- 
sary papers. Of 31 applicants that 
wanted to stay in business, only 
13 had submitted sufficient docu- 
ments, he added. 

Twenty-three firms had de- 
cided to liquidate and return 
money to depositors within two 
years as required by law. Fag Al 
Nour said. 

The most difficult issue facing 
tbe government may be the funds 
held abroad by Rayan, estimated 
at over $400 million. 

Fag Al Nour said initial action 
had been taken to find and re- 
- trieve tbe fends for Rayan’s de- 
positors. Asked what would hap- 
pen if the government failed to 
. get the money^ bac&.'fie -said: 

“We have to tty and look at the

Turkey aims to boost 
wheat sales to USSR 


ANKARA (R) — Turkey is look- 
ing at the Soviet Union as an 
export market for wheat after 
bumper harvests, Turkish Grain 
Board officials said Thursday. 

Self-sufficient in food, Turkey 
aims to export 2.5 million tonnes 
of wheat and barley this year, 
compared with up to 400,000 
tonnes a year between 1980 and 
1987. 

“Turkey is becoming an expor- 
ter nation. People know they can 
get continuous supplies from us,” 
Gram Board Chairman Ahmet 
Ozgunes told Reuters in an inter- 
view. 

Turkey’s 1988 wheat harvest is 
officially estimated at 20.5 million 
tonnes, compared with 18.9 mil- 
lion the previous year. Ozgunes 
said the 1989 figure was likely to 
be similar to 1988. 

The 1988 barley harvest is esti- 
mated at 7-5 milli on tonnes, up 
from 6.9 million in 1987. 

Ozgunes said exports this year 


were destined mainly for the 
Soviet Union, Mediterranean 
basin countries and places such as 
bran, Iraq and Syria. 

Exports to the Soviet Union, 
mainly of wheat, were expected 
to total 350,000 tonnes. “He hope 
it will go up to 500,000 tonnes 
next year,” Ozgunes said. 

Turkey sold the Soviet Union 
between 5,000 and 6,000 tonnes 
last year to test tire market. 

“The Soviet Union is a very 
good market for us due to its 
location and the short transport 
distances involved,” Ozgunes 
said. 

NATO member Turkey, 
bordering the Soviet Union as 
well as Iran, Iraq, Syria, Bulgaria 
and Greece, exports to Russia 
across the Black Sea from Teltir- 
dag, west of Istanbul. 

Ozgunes said A 70,000-tonne- 
capacity port silo for cereals 
would be completed at Tekirdag 
next April.

Neuchatel protest over cup defeat 

ZURICH (R) — Swiss dub Neuchatel Xamax have lodged a 
protest with the European Football Union (UEFA) following 
their 5-0 defeat in the away leg of their European Cup second 
round tie against Galatasaray Istanbul Wednesday. The Turkish 
dub, fined $113,500 for their fans’ misbehaviour during the first 
leg, qualified for foe quarter-finals 5-3 on aggregate. Sports 
Information, foe Swiss sports news agency, reported that 
Neuchatel Xamax President Gilbert Racchinetti had lodged a 
formal complaint with Sergio Qonella, the UEFA match observer 
at the return leg. The mass circulation Swiss daily Blick Thursday 
quoted Facdrinetti as saying that mkriW were thrown throughout 
foe match. One struck Neuchatel substitute Adrian Kunz as he 
was war ming up. 

FIFA plans crack down on faked injuries 

PRAGUE (R) — The International Football Federation (FIFA) 
Thursday announced plans to crack down on players who fake 
injuries. FIFA Vice-resident Harry Cavan said officials at the 
federation's symposium in Prague proposed penalising players 
who pretended to be injured and giving referees basic medical 
training. “The referee should have some medical training so that 
he can recognise a player who is really injured and one who is 
simulating the injury,” Cavan said. “In cases where a player 
pretends to be injured in an attempt at time-wasting or to get his 
opponent sent off, I think the re fe r ee s will be asked to take strong 
measures.” He said this would mean a booking for a first offence 
and dismissal for those players who repeatedly feigned injury 
during a match.

While the surprisingly resilient 
club from the capital faces the 
least demanding of tasks with a 
home game against bottom club 
lens, its two main title rivals meet 
each other.

COLOMBO (Agencies) — President Junius R. 
Jayewardene Friday issued an emergency decree 
threatening people convicted of instigating strikes 
with capital punishment. 


Possession of leaflets or posters 
calling for strikes also could be 
punishable by death, the presi- 
dent's office announced. 

It issued copies of the decree 
after shops and businesses 
reopened following a four-day 
strike called by Sinhalese extrem- 
ists demanding Jayewardene's 
resignation. 

Soldiers Thursday fatally shot 
IS anti-government demonstra- 
tors who defied curfews and mar- 
ched through the streets in three 
Sinhalese towns. The confronta- 
tion came one day after the army 
was ordered to shoot on sight 
anyone staging such demonstra- 
tions. 

The government said hundreds 
of workers who did not report for 
work Thursday in essential ser- 
vices would be sacked. 

Thousands of tourists are leav- 
ing the country on the advice of 
the government. 



The army was ordered to arrest 
anyone carrying the outlawed 
strike leaflets or posters or dis- 
playing them inside or outside 
their homes, according to the 
announcement. 

Anyone found in possession of 
such items was to be taken before 
a military tribunal for immediate 
trial, and conviction could result 
in prison terms or death by 
hanging. 


Junius Jayewardene 


Resignation 


Justice Minister Nissanka Wi- 
jeyaratne and his deputy resigned 
Friday, accepting responsibility 
for two recent jailbreaks and a 
prison riot in which 12 inmates 
died Monday. Their resignations 
came in a week of unrest that 


spread from the streets to penal 
institutions. 

Friday's decree was issued 
under the state of emergency 
begun in 1983 when ethnic ten- 
sions in this once-tranquil island 
nation erupted into massacres, 
assassinations and guerrilla 
attacks. 

The announcement by the 
president's office said tbe new 
regulations would-be strictly en- 
forced in the interest of “the. 
welfare of the people of this 
country." 


The decree also provides capit- 
al punishment for anyone con- 
victed of using persuasion or in- 
timidation to keep people away 
from jobs declared essential 
under emergency laws. These 
jobs include those in public trans- 
port and distribution of food and 
fuel. 

Around-the-clock curfews 
were extended until 8 a.m. Satur- 
day in predominantly Sinhalese 
southern and central Sri Lanka. 

The People's Liberation Front, 
a Sinhalese extremist group, has 
vowed to continue calling strikes 
until Jayewardene dissolves par- 
liament and resigns. 

The from advocates clearing 
the way for a caretaker govern- 
ment representing all political 
parties to oversee presidential 
elections already scheduled for 
Dec. 19. The strikes are usually 
announced by leaflets or by post- 
ers that appear on walls over- 
night. 


The constitution bars Jayewar- 
dene from seeking a third term. 


500,000 homeless in China quake 


PEKING (R) — Half a million 
people are homeless in the after- 
math of southwest China’s devas- 
tating earthquake, 400,000 of 
them without even emergency 
shelter, a rescue official said 
Friday. 

Survivors at the epicentre, 
dose to the bonier with Burma, 
are sleeping rough and tending 
injured relatives in the open amid 
the debris of their bamboo-thatch 
villages flattened by the quake 
five days ago. 

A spokesman for the Yunnan 
province Civil Affairs Bureau 
said by telephone that tents and 
building materials were being 
rushed into Lancang and Meng- 
Han counties but that only 
100,000 people had been given 
shelter by Friday. 

He said 717 bodies had been 
recovered from the quake zone 
but that the death toll was be- 
lieved to be more than 1,000. 
Nearly 3,000 are seriously in- 
jured. 

Word of the full human cost of 
the quake is leaking out slowly 
from scattered hill villages, many 
of which can only be reached on 


foot. The quake measured 7.6 on 
the Richter Scale and shook a 
1,000 kilometres stretch of terri- 
tory that also included part of 
northern Thailand. 

In China's Zhanmapo village, 
the worst hit, 287 people died and 
768 were injured out of a total 
population of 3,000, the official 
New China News Agency said. 

The injured are sleeping in the 
open in chill night air until plastic 
and asphalt sheeting arrives to 
build sick wards, the agency 
quoted doctors in Zhanmapo as 
saying. 

Rescue work involves 2,000 
soldiers along with police units 
and medical teams. Authorities 
have so far set aside 24 million 
yuan ($6.5 million) for relief op- 
erations. 

No epidemics have yet broken 
out but doctors fear cholera- -and 
dysentery could spread through 
contaminated water supplies. 

Chinese officials said earlier 
they hoped for foreign donations 
of antibiotics, syringes, portable 
X-ray machines, ambulances, 
tents, quilt dothing and food for 
the survivors. 


West Germany has offered 20 
million marks in aid, and 
Taiwan's fiercely anti-communist 
ruling Nationalist Party Wednes- 
day urged Taiwanese to make 
donations. 

Two other regions of China 
have been rocked by quakes in 
the past week — a mountain 
range in northwestern Qinghai 
province and the coast of Guang- 
xi province, south China. 

The Guangxi quake, measuring 
S.l on the Richter Scale, left 65 
people injured and cracks in 
buildings. An offidal in Qinzhou 
City, Guangxi, said the only 
casualties there occurred in the 
crush wheu residents panicked 
and stampeded outdoors. 

Chinese authorities appear an- 
xious to prevent earthquake 
panics among the population, 
many of whom believe that 1988, 
as a “year of the dragon'* in 
Chinese cosmology, augurs dis- 
aster. 

The world's most destructive 
quake this century killed at least 
240.000 people in Tangshan, 
northeast China, in 1976 — the 
last year of tbe dragon. 


TOKYO (Agencies) — The 
Japanese Red Army guerrilla 
group has called on the 
Japanese people to fight any 
glorification of “X-day,” the 
day Emperor Hirohito dies, 
tire National Pofice Agency said 
Friday. 

The rigmnnd was made in a 
letter received by police from 
unidentified sources. 

The letter, dated OcL 1 and 
sent from an unspecified Mid- 
dle Eastern city, said Japan’s 
ruling classes would use X-day, 
a term used to describe the day 
the emperor dies, to validate 
the “aggression and repres- 
aon” of pre-war Japan. 

It said excessive media cover- 
age of HIrohito's illness and the 
whipping up of emotion over 
his condition was a plot to 
purge those opposed to the im- 
perial system. 

Tbe 87-year-old monarch is 
in the eighth week of a critical 
illness. The imperial household 
has not specified what he is 
suffering from, but there has 
been widespread speculation in 
Japanese media that be has 
inoperable cancer of tbe pan- 
creas. 

Tbe police said they were 
aware of the threat of guerrilla 
attacks during an Imperial 
funeral, at which all the 
Japanese imperial family would 
gather. 

Leftist radicals have laun- 
ched several attacks on the 
Imperial Palace in recent years 
using homemade firebombs. 

On Friday morning, a monu- 
ment dedicated to the emperor 
in a park in Hiroshima was 
found covered in red paint, 
Hiroshima police said. 

Leftist handbills carrying the 
words “Now is the time to 
overthrow the imperial sys- 
tem” were found around the 
monument, a police spokesman 
said. 

Members of the Japanese 
Red Army, which has formed 
during the 1960 b, hijacked a 
Japan Air Lines jet to North 
Korea in 1970 and staged an 
attack at Lod Airport in 1972. 

Friday’s Red Army state- 
ment also charged tbe emperor 
system was the foundation of 
Japanese imperialism before 
and during World War H. 

The militarists who ran the 
country during the war invoked 
Hnrohito as inspiration for 
attacks that once put most of 
East Asia under Japanese con- 
trol.

OSLO (R) — Norway said Thurs- 
day it planned to stop exports of 
heavy water, which can be used 
to make nuclear weapons, after a 
series of embarrassing sca n dals 
over earlier shipments.

International regulations bar 
the shipment of more than one 
tonne of water to India because it 
has refused to sign a Non-Prolif- 
eration Treaty (NPT) aimed at 
halting the spread of nuclear 
weapons. India denies having 
such weapons, but carried out its 
first nuclear explosion in 1974. 


Moscow tries to quell Baltic unrest 


MOSCOW (AP) — Three Polit- 
buro members flew to the Baltic 
republics Friday to address grow- 
ing complaints that proposed con- 
stitutional reforms will crush re- 
gional moves toward economic 
and cultural autonomy. 


Politburo member Viktor 
Cbebrikov travelled to Estonia, 
Vadim Medvedev to Latvia and 
Nikolai Slyunkov to Lithuania. 
Their visits were reported by 
state-owned media in the Baltics, 
but not by the national media in 
Moscow. 


The personal visits by the rank- 
ing communist officials came one 
day after a discussion in the ruling 
Politburo of tbe growing damour 
in the three republics for greater 
independence from Moscow. 

The official newspaper Pravda 


reported on the meeting Friday 
and said authorities will consider 
changing the draft constitutional 
amendments in response to the 
thousands of suggestions re- 
ceived. 

The reforms have been de- 
nounced by the popular front 
movements in the three repub- 
lics, as well as by local govern- 
ment and Communist Party 
groups in the Baltics. 

The critics object to provisions 
that would eliminate the right of 
republics to secede from tbe 
Soviet Union and to shift power 
from the 14 non-Russian repub- 
lics to Moscow's central au- 
thority. 

The popular front in Vilnius, 
named the Lithuanian Restruc- 
turing Movement, meets Sunday 
to consider the issue, and the 


London report blames laxity for fire 


LONDON (R) — The report into 
the 1987 London underground 
fire which killed 31 people conde- 
mned tbe system's lax safety and 
accused managers of still not 
doing enough to improve it. 

The report, published Thurs- 
day, said the fire last Nov. 18 was 
caused by the carelessly dropped 
match and staff reaction to it was 
“uncoordinated, haphazard and 
untrained.” 

Sir Keith Bright, the head of 
London Regional Transport, and 
Dr. Tony Ridley, the chairman of 
the London underground, were 
both directly criticised and res- 
igned shortly before Transport 
Minister Paul Channon 
announced tbe report’s findings 
in parliament. 

Bright had offered to resign 
after the fire, but stayed on at 
Channon’s request. 


On Wednesday night. Bright 
issued a statement saying that 
“with the impending publication 
of tbe Fennell report, I have cold 
Mr. Channon that I feel now is 
tbe appropriate time to hand over 
to a new chairman." 

A spokesman at London Re- 
gional Transport said Wednesday 
night that Bright “has left the 
company altogether.'' 

Lawyer Douglas Fennell, who 
held a 91-day inquiry into the 
fire, accused London's transport 
authorities . of “a dangerous, 
blinkered self-sufficiency which 
included a general unwillingness 
to take advice or accept criticism 
from outside bodies." 

Fennell made 357 safety re- 
commendations and warned that 
London Regional Transport had 
still failed to take full steps to 
improve safety despite a massive 


campaign to dean up the 120- 
year-old system. 

The report expressed concern 
that London underground con- 
tinued to regard fire as an occu- 
pational hazard and aimed at fire 
precaution rather than fire pre- 
vention. 


Fennell called tbe approach 
seriously flawed and added: “A 
mass transport passenger service 
cannot tolerate tbe concept of an 
acceptable level of fire hazard.” 


Tbe blaze, the worst in the 
history of London transport, en- 
gulfed the ticket area at King’s 
Cross underground station near 
the end of the evening rush hour. 

The report said a match ignited 
accumulated grease and rubbish 
under a wooden escalator car- 
rying passengers from the under- 
ground to street level.

Angola talks resume on upbeat note 


GENEVA (AP) — Talks about 
southern Africa resumed Friday 
on a note of cautious optimism 
that agreement could be reached 
on a timetable for a Cuban troop 
withdrawal from Angola and a 
framework for granting inde- 
pendence io Namibia, or South- 
West Africa. 


Delegations from South Afri- 
ca, Cuba, Angola and the United 
States, which is mediating the 
talks, held bilateral meetings Fri- 
day at a Geneva hotel to prepare 
for a plenary later with all delega- 
tions present, a South African 


spokesman said. 

Spokesman Roland Darrol said 
the head of South African delega- 
tion, Neil van Heerden, director- 
general of the Department of 
Foreign Affaire, met with U.S. 
Assistant Secretary of State Ches- 
ter Crocker. The South Africans 
also met with a Soviet observer 
delegation, he said. 

Darrol said van Heerden and 
his delegation came to Geneva 
“in a positive frame of mind." 

The sides are trying to achieve 
agreement on a withdrawal of an 
estimated 50,000 Cuban troops 


from Angola, where they are 
backing the Marxist government. 
South Africa links independence 
for Namibia, which it controls, to 
a troop withdrawal. 


FRANKFURT (R) — Martin 
Scorsese’s film “The Last Temp- 
tation of Christ,” denounced as 
blasphemous in protests through- 
out Europe, provoked a flood of 
hate-filled letters before its West 
German premiere Thursday. 


Soviet Deputy Foreign Minis- 
ter Anatoly Adamishin said 
Thursday that the question of the 
length and timing of a Cuban 
troop withdrawal was the only 
remaining issue to be settled at 
the negotiating table. 

A U.S. proposal made in early 
October reportedly calls on Cuba 
to withdraw half of its troops 
from Angola by Aug. 1. 


Religious groups have bom- 
barded ministers and film author- 
ities with more than 20,000 pro- 
test letters. One Catholic associa- 
tion said it had gathered more 
than 150,000 signatures. 


Objections centre on a 30- 
second scene in which Christ 
fantasises on the cross about 
making love to Mary Magdalene. 

Steffen Wolf, spokesman for 
the film industry’s evaluation cen- 
tre, said about two-thirds of the 


150 cinemas intending to pre- 
mier e the film had cancelled 
showings. Cinema managers said 
those premieres still on were un- 
likely to sell out. 

Police said they would watch 
theatres but predicted no vio- 
lence like the arson attack at a 
Paris cinema and charges against 
demonstrators by riot police in 
Athens. Protesters would prob- 
ably do little more than hand out 
leaflets, they said. 

Hans Schwier, Minister of 
Education and the Arts in the 
state of north Rhine- Westphalia, 
said: ‘‘I receive hundreds of let- 
ters every day calling for the film 
to be banned. Too many of these 
letters are full of terrifying 
hatred.” 


Rebels blast Burma power station 


RANGOON (R) — Ethnic guerrillas have attacked Burma’s 
biggest power station, cutting electricity supplies to central 
Rangoon for more than 24 hours, official sources said. Rangoon 
Radio said Karenni guerrillas hit tbe Lawpita hydroelectric power 
statioq northwest of the capital with two rockets early Thursday. 
Tw attack coincided with efforts by some minority groups to take 
advantage of the military government’s pre-occupation with 
crushing internal dissent to launch their own strikes from bases 
near the border. The radio said three booster transformers were 
destroyed, cutting electricity supplies to Rangoon. Repair work 
forced the closure of the whole plant, interrupting suppaes also to 
Mandalay and other places. 


Texas gets atom-smasher project 


Bush a different president than Reagan

WASHINGTON — George 
Bush as president is likely to be 
more of a hands-on manager 
than Ronald Reagan, more in- 
terested in foreign policy, less 
ideological. 


The man who promises a 
kinder and gentler nation also 
says rhe stillness of the White 
House will be broken when he 
takes over by the sound of 10 
grandchildren laughing and 
crying. 

The jelly bean jars in the 
Reagan White House probably 
will be replaced with stacks of 
cracklin’ pork rinds. Bush's 
favourite snack. 


Reagan's favourite magazine 
was “Human Events," a con- 
servative political journal. 
Bush’s favourite is "Bassmas- 
ter.” a Fishing journal. 

Bush, 64. is left-handed. He 
likes country music, vodka 
'martinis and Mexican food. He 
jogs several times a week, 
covering 3.2 kilometres in ab- 
out IS minutes. 

For fun, he races his boat off 


the chilly waters of Maine. 
He's an avid tennis player and 
fisherman and also likes to play 
horseshoes. 

An Episcopalian, he attends 
church regularly with bis wife. 
Barbara. They’ve been mar- 
ried 43 years. They have five 
children, all adults now, and 
dote on their 10 grandchildren. 

In 71 days. Bush will take 
over from a popular president 
who charmed the nation with 
his easy-going manner, wit and 
polished communications 
skills. 

Bush readily acknowledges 
he’s different. 

"I may not be the most 
eloquent, but I learned early 
that eloquence won’t draw oU 
from the ground," Bush said 
last summer. “I may some- 
times be a little awkward but 
(here's nothing self-consdous 
in my love of country. I am a 
quiet man but I hear the quiet 
people others don’t.” 

On another occasion, fie 
said, “My leadership might not 
be the most charismatic but 
I'm not sure that we need a lot 
of razzle dazzle. There’s prob- 
ably enough drama in the 


world already." 

Conservatives are worried 
that Bush, although be took a 
hard line during his presiden- 
tial campaign, will turn into a 
moderate in the White House. 

Indeed, his political leanings 
have drifted over the years. 


“I suspect that George Bush 
mil want a staff that includes 
sort of credentialed experts as 
opposed to ideological soul 
mates around him," said Re- 
publican consultant Dhvid 
Keene, who once worked for 
Bush. 

“The difference between the 
styles of (Reagan and Bosh) is 
that Bush is out of an intellec- 
tual and political tradition in 
which the emphasis is on find- 
ing the right people in public 
service, seeking their advice 
and believing that goals come 
out of having the right people 
in the right places," said 
Keene. 


Bush is considered more 
pragmatic and issue-oriented 
than Reagan. As a onetime 
envoy to China and the United 
Nations, as well as chief of the 
Central Intelligence Agency 


(CIA), Bush has a solid found- 
ation in foreign policy. 

Reagan in his first year in 
office practically ignored fore- 
ign policy, devoting his atten- 
tion to budget and tax cuts. 
Bush says be wants a North 
Atlantic Treaty Organisation 
(NATO) summit conference 
and an early meeting with 
Soviet leader Mikhail S. Gor- 
bachev. 

Stephen Hess, a senior fel- 
low in governmental studies at 
the Brookings Institution, said 
that Reagan “is the most 
hands-off manager of the mod- 
ern presidency. I suspect that 
George Bush will be not nearly 
as hands off. ...” 

Echoing that theme, Lyn 
Nofcdger, who was Reagan's 
first political director in tbe 
White House, said Bush would 
be “probably more involved in 
tiie presidency and the day-to- 
day operations (but) probably 
not a bell of a lot more. He’s 
not a Jimmy Carter or Michael 
Dukakis." Both former Presi- 
dent Carter and Dukakis, the 
man Bush defeated in Tues- 
day's election, are known for 
their attention to detail. 


Hess said Bush “certainly 
seems to share Reagan’s dis- 
dain for the press. He, too, 
doesn't see being too dose to 
the press as befog in his in- 
terest.” 

Though Bush has promised 
to stay tbe course set by 
Reagan, Hess said “each presi- 
dent wants to do things dif- 
ferently than the person he 
succeeds." 

“Wfaat kind of president 
he'll be will depend largely on 
things that happen the next 
four years that are largely out 
of his control," Hess said. 
“There are going to be some 
things that happen in the next 
four years in which the mettle 
of die man wfl] have to be 
assessed." 

On that very point. Bush 
told an audience recently that 
the presidency was a place for 
“the moments that cut through 
the expected and the everyday 
and force us, through action, 
to define ourselves. 

“I don’t know what the cut- 
ting moments will be for the 
next president,” Bush said. 
“But I know they’ll come. And 
I know I'm ready." 


HOUSTON (R) — Texas has been chosen from among 25 U.S. 
states as the site of a S4.4 billion supercollider that will be the 
world’s largest atom-smasher, the state’s two senators said Thurs- 
day. Republican Senator Phil Gramm told reporters in Houston 
that the Energy Department has selected a location at Waxahachie, 
near Dallas, for tbe giant project. The collider will be a 
85- kilometre underground ring of magnets capable of smashing 
proton beams with 20 timals'the force of the world’s most powerful 
existing atom accelerator — the Tevatron at the Fermi National 
Accelerator Laboratory in Batavia, Illinois. Scientists hope the 
new atom-smasher win enable them to learn more about the nature 
of matter. Lloyd Bentsen. defeated Democratic candidate for 
vice-president, said in a statement issued in Washington the formal 
announcement would be made shortly by the department. 


Judge hits North’s argument 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A federal judge has said former 
presidential aide Oliver L. North is cynically trying to put himself 
I above the law by arguing he can’t be prosecuted for shredding 
documents and lying about the Iran-contra affair. U.S. District 
Judge Gerhard A. Gesell, in an opinion released Thursday, wrote 
that North's arguments for dismissing charges he lied to then- 
Attorney General Edwin Meese HI and destroyed National 
Security Council documents "reveals a skewed attitude toward our 
form of constitutional government" Gesell denied defence mo- 
tions to dismiss charges that North obstructed the November 1986 
presidential inquiry into the Iran-contra affair by lying to Meese. In 
the Iran-contra affair, money from secret U.S. arms sales to Iran 
was illegally diverted to the Nicaraguan contra rebels when such 
assistance was banned by law. Tbe judge rejected North's 
argument that he committed no crime because Meese lacked i»gai 
authority to question him. 


Church of England boosts black role 


LONDON (AP) — Leaders of the Church of England took a 
historic step Thursday night to ensure that their general synod has a 
min i m um of 24 black members. At present, only eight of the 574 
members are black- After a two-and-a-half-hour debate and with 
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little more than half the members present, the policymaking synod 
of the Anglican state church voted 214-74 wife 11 abstentions to 
create the quota.

Lithuanian Supreme Soviet meets

Members of the three popular 
fronts were gathering signatures 
on petitions asking that the 
amendments be dropped and new 
proposals drafted, said Algimon- 
tas Vaishnoras of the Lithuanian 
Restructuring Movement.

It said the 300-member Central 
Committee of the Communist 
Party is p lannin g a special meet- 
ing on the subject, but gave no 
date. 


PARIS (R) — An amateur pilot 
dubbed the “Wade baron” for 
illegal night-time flights over 
Paris was grounded by a French 
court Thursday. Albert Maitret, 
52, whose summer exploits infuri- 
ated the government and sparked 
a massive man-hunt, was fined 
50.000 francs ($8,300) and ban- 
ned from flying for three years for 
buzzing the Champs Elysees in 
central Paris last month. He 
escaped a three-month jail sent- 
ence, tbe maximum penalty for 
.unauthorised flights over the 
capital. The government sent 
police to all the highest points of 
Paris to try to spot the mystery 
flyer as be circled the capital. He 
was arrested last month after a 
day-time sortie over the Champs 
Elysees. Police sprang a trap at a 
remote- airfield dose to Paris 
when he returned. 


Ex-wife crank 
calls husband 


TOKYO (AP) — Police in a dty 
near Tokyo have arrested a 
woman for allegedly making an 
estimated 100,000 crank calls to 
her former husband since 1986. 
Toyoko Terahashi, 26, allegedly 
called her former husband at his 
office, alternately yelling into the 
phone or saying nothing before 
banging up, said Kawasaki police 
department spokesman Hiroshi 
Kat5utani. Katsutani said the 
falls began three months after the 
couple was divorced in January 


1986 and totalled up to 200 a day. 
The couple married in May 1985. 


According to police, Terahasbi’s 
husband left her and filed for 
divorce after befog subjected to 
domestic violence. Terahashi 
then began telephoning the man’s 
office and the homes of more 
than 20 of his coworkers in an 
effort to find out where he was 
living. The president of tbe com- 
pany where the man is employed 
filed a complaint with the police. 
Investigators found that, jnst 
from Sept. 3 to Oct. 19, the 
woman called the company 753 
times, police said. 


Doctor warns about 
killer soda machines 


CHICAGO (R) — Citing at least 
three deaths and a- number of 
injuries, a doctor warned die 
unwary Thursday to watch out for 
the killer soda pop machine. 
Michael Cosio , a U.S. army 
physician from Walter Reed 
Medical Centre in Washington, 
said studies indicated machines 
which dispense canned soft drinks 
were often top-heavy and could 
easily be tipped by people who 
rocked them to try to dislodge a 
purchase or cheat the machine. 
Cosio, in a report published in 
this week's Journal of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, said 15 
men aged 15 to 24 were injured at 
U.S. military bases in various 
parts of the world between 1985 
and 1987 when pop machines Fell 
on them. Three were killed — 
two by. suffocation and one by 
crushing. A fourth remained in a 
coma, he said, and other victims 
suffered injuries ranging from a 
toe amputation to a skull frac- 
ture. 


U.S. officials 
steamroll watches 


MIAMI (AP) — U.S. officials 
working to stop fraud in the 
marketplace have crushed 17,000 
counterfeit wristwatches with a 
steamroller. The fake RoJex, 
Patek Filippe, Corum, Concord 
and Piaget watches were flat- 
tened Thursday into looping 
metallic pancakes. The watches 
were seized more than three 
years ago in a joint U.S. customs- 
secret service case dubbed “Op- 
eration Stopwatch.” Customs 
officials said they believe more 
than billion worth of counterfeit 
goods are produced each year in 
Italy alone. Fake designer leather 
goods and watches are among the 
most popular items. Tbe customs 
officials said Swiss watch manu- 
facturers estimate more than 10 
million counterfeit watches are 
sold worldwide each year. 


War hero sells 
his medals 


LONDON (AP) — Medals 
awarded to war hero Peter Town- 
send, who was romantically link- 
ed to Princess Margaret in the 
1950s, were sold in London 
Thursday to a Canadian collector 
for £22,000 ($39,380), au- 
ctioneers Sotheby’s said; Town- 
send, a former group captain , was 
the first Royal Air Force fighter 
pilot to destroy a German aircraft 
over England in Woricf War H, 
downing a Heinkel m in his 
Hunicane Feb, 3, 1940, near 
Whitby, Yorkshire. Townsend 
was not present, at the sale. He 
lives at Le Perray-en-Y velfoes in 
France and said he wanted money 
to launch a fond to help children 
who have suffered in wars. -
